“1 have covered the road from Vitebsk to Vilna 
with the Red Army.’ declared V. Pomeranivey, a 
correspondent of the Jewish Anti-Fascist Commutice 
of the USSR. “1 have passed through a great 
number of small towns where tens of thousands of 
Jews used to live before the war. In the whole of 
thes SOO miles stretch, | did not see a single Jewish 
facé When | asked the people where the Jews 
were. they said murdered. massacred, shot, 
butchered. and buried in ditches. 

When we got to Vilna, our car was stopped by 
a group of young girls, who asked for our identity 
Papers They looked Jewish They wore long 
trousers: thrust into high Russian boots, with 
grenades in their belts, and carried tommy-gums and 
revolvers. We tound that they Delonged to one ol 
the Jewish partisan detachments which were started 
in Lithuania durme the German occupation 

* | earning that | was a war correspondent, they 
invited me to thei headquarters wm one of the big 
buildings in Vilna. t found about 200 young Jewish 
men and women living there, Delonging to a Jewish 
guerrilla detachment which had taken the name 
* Avenger. As.soon as the Red Army approached 
Vilna. they came out of their camp im the tores 
This ws the first roof they have had over them for 
the last three years, they told me. The detachmens 
was« one of three. such Jewish partisan groups which 
tagether formed a Brigade of the Lithuanian guer-

1 was told by the members of the detachment 


how they had managed to survive the German 

terror, and got to the forest to join the partisans 

When the Jews were being driven to the ghetio, 


many escaped through the sewers, Others managed 
to run away. they said, while they were beme icd 
fo execulion And some actually gol away alter 
the sheoting;: they had feigned death, and. afte: 
dark, had crawled out of the gravés in which they 
had been buried, and made their way to the woods 

“ Semonovich, the leader of the detachment, who 
has now been appomted Chef of the Municipal 
Economy Department of Vilna, introduced me io 
a number of heroes of his detachment. The first 
was hus of staff. Shioma Brandt. who betore 
the war was a worker in a Vilna furniture factory 
No one, Simonovich told me. was as clever at laying 
an ambush as Brandt, and he always insisted on 
going into action with his men. I asked Brandt 
why. as Chief of Staff, he had risked lis 
action 

“* You see.’ he answered, * the Germans killed 
every member of my family. I am now all alone 
in the world, and what else was there for me to do 
but to kill Germans?’ 

“ | was also introduced to Chona Magid,.a 
wizened littl fellow. who has lost count of the 
number of German railway wrecks he has engin- 
eered, and to Abva Kovner, an expert in blowing 
up trams 

Fach of these boys and girls in the Jewish 
detachment has kept-tus of her own personal score 
of Germans killed. 

“Betore the war they were all still at school or 
they had just started work as young factory appren- 
tices. I took two of the lads with me in my car, 
and we drove to the Adrunitsky Forest, a little way

RUMANIA RELEASES JEWS 


Bulgarians Also “Working Their 
Passage” 


Jews, as well as political prisoners. have been 
freed from Rumanian concentration camps, reports 
the Stockholm newspaper, DaGeNs NyHerer. 

This move was foreshadowed last week when the 
new Prime Minister, General Konstantin Senatescu, 
broadcast a proclamation in which he declared that 
there would be a democratic regime in which public 
freedom and the righis of citizens would be 
guaranteed amd respected. 

In informed quarters it is anticipated that the 
announcement of the resioration of equal rights 
for all citizens will be followed shortly by the formal 
abolition of the anti-Jewish legislation promulgated 
by the Antonescu regime. , 

The Bulgarian press has now announced that the 
Jew-laws are to be revoked. It was announced last 
week that the Government had agreed to the re- 
csablishment of the Jewish Consistorium and to 
the return of the Jews to Sofia, Previously, the 
new Prime Minister, Bagrianov had denounced

LEADING INTELLECTUALS 
SLAUGHTERED 
Germans’ Victims In Warsaw 
{By our Polish Correspondent) 


Lists containing over 250. names of prominent 
Polish Jews, scientists, doctors, lawyers, teachers, 
writers, and social workers, executed by the Germans 
in Warsaw have been received by the Polish authori- 
ties in London. They were brought here by the 
underground mission headed by Mr. Arciszewski, 
which reached London recently from Poland. 

The lists of names were Compiled by Dr, Emanuel 
Ringelblum. the well-known Jewish historian, 
author of the “ Jews of Warsaw,” who has since 
been shot together with 35 other Jewish writers and 
members of the intelligentsia. After the ghetto 
battle in April last year he hid in the home of Polish 
friends in one of the non-Jewish quarters of the 
Polish capital, Last March he was discovered by 
the Gestapo and arrested together with his friends 
and wife, and young son. They were tortured for 
several days and on March 7 taken to the ruins of 
the Warsaw Ghetto and there shot. 

Amongst the names on the lists are also 17 Rabbis, 
nine of Warsaw, two from Londs, and also the 
Rabbis of Soshaczew, Radzyn, and Radomsk. On 
the list of scientists killed are Professor Edmund

Address by Capt. Helpern 


ATTITUDE TO BRIGADES 
PROPOSAL 


Captain Jeremiah Heipern addressed a mecting 
recently at which were present some rs @ 
men from the Jewish Battalion of the Palestinmn 
Regiment who had recently arrived in this country. 


Greeting these men on behalf of the Committee for 
a Jewish Army. Capt. Helpern told them about its 
work. 


“On September 5, 1939,” said Capt. Helpern, 
“TI left for France on behalf of Mr. Jabotinsky, 
President of the New Zionist Organisation, to 
negotiate with the French Government on the 
creation of the Jewish Army. After ncgotiations 
with Georges Mandel (Colonial Minister), Paul 
Boncour (a former Prime Minister of France), Anatole 
de Monzie, and other French leaders, | was in- 
formed by M. Mandel and M. de Monzie, that the 
French Government had decided upon the creation 
of the nucleus of a Jewish Army in Francé, and to 


open its doors -to all Jews who wished to join it, 


especially American. Jews who were then neutral. 
A General was appointed for the carrying out of 
this plan, and it was also decided that a delegation 
should leave immediately for the United States.” 


Early History 

General Gouraud, continued Capt. Helpern, was 
chosen to take charge of the project. A letter 
was sént to Viadimir Jabotinsky, inviting him to 
come immediately to Paris to co-operate in the 
formation of the Jewish Army. “ M. Mandel asked 
me On behalf of the French Government, whether 
it would be possible to obtain the co-operation of 
all the Jewish political bodies, He told me he was 
sure that Dr. Weizmann would be ecager to co- 
operate in such a scheme as he understood the Jewish 
Agency had similar ideas. My suggestion ‘was to 
invite both Dr. Weizmann and Mr. Jabotinsky to 
Paris. I felt sure that an agreement on this subject 
could .be: reached without difficulty.” M. Mandel 
told me that he would see without.delay the repre- 
sentative of the Jewish Agency, and would put this 
suggestion to him. A fortnight later, however, while 
1 was still awaiting Mr. Jabotinsky’s arrival in 
France, I was advised that the plan would have to 
be postponed, because of the opposition of the 
British Government.” 


The Jewish Brigades 


Captain Helperh then went on to the question of 
the Jewish Brigades. The Committee, be said, had 
achieved results after very hard work in the United 
States and in this country with the full support of 
a large number of members of the American Con- 
gress and Senate, and in this country of 65 members 
of the House of Commons and. the House of Lords, 
as well as of many prominent Jews and non-Jews of 
ali shades of political opinion, who were members or 
supporters of the Commuttee. The first was the 
creation of the Palestinian Regiment with Jewish 
Battalions, and the promise of H.M. Government 
not to limit them in numbers, This followed after 
a great deal of preparatory work by the Committee 
and the declaration was made by the Government in 
answer to the spokesman of the Committee for a 
Jewish Army, the late lan Hannah, M.P. The recent 
declaration by the Under-Secretary of State for 
War, Lord Croft, that the Government is consider- 
ing favourably the creation of Jewish Brigades or 
Brigade Groups was made in answer to Lord 
Strabolgi, the President of the Committee for a 
Jewish Army. Later the War Secretary, Sir James 
Grigg, gave the assurance to a Parliamentary depu- 
tation of Jewish Army Committee supporters, 
headed by Lord Strabolgi, that the Government was 
actively proceeding with the plan. The question of 
the creation of the Jewish Brigade was pressed twice 
after this by the Committee's members ih the House 
of Commons. The details of the Committee's dis- 
cussions with the Secretary for War and the Under- 
Secretary, were, of course, confidential, but he could 
say that there was a fair chance that these Brigades 
would be created. —

KATZNELSON 


Jewish Agency Meeting 


Professor S. Brodetsky, presiding at a memorial 
meeting to the late Mr. Berl Kaiznelson held by 
the Jewish Agency at 77, Great Russell Street, 
W.C.1, traced the deceased's achievements as agri- 
cultural worker, propagandist, and educationist.

“ Biological Judaism ” 


Mr. Moshe Shertok wasethe principal speaker at 
the memorial meeting for the late Mr. Berl Katz- 
nelson, which was held by the Poale Zion at 57, 
Eton Avenuc, N.W.3, on Thursday in last week. 

Dr. S. Levenberg presided, 

Berl Katznelson, said Mr. Shertok, who always 
looked for young talent, would trace streaks of 
talent, of a certain gift through all the ecncalogical 
ramifications and. through all the ideological “_ 4 
tudes. The family tree in Jewish and gencral life 
was something of decisive importance to him: 
because fundamenially his approach to human 
values and human affairs was a biologital one. He 
firmly beleved in the organic character of human 
things, and that was the rock-bottom of his Jewish 
consciousness. To him the root of Jewish con- 
sciousness was the urge to live, the urge to survive 
~~it was to him something fundamentally. biological. 
To Berl Katznelson problems presented themselves 
in terms of people—‘* who are the men to do the 
job?

control; and even if these racial policies do not win 
elections after the war, they will still have caused 
a great deal of mischief, not least of it to the Jewish 
community. The dangers are obvious enough ; what 
is More puzzling to many of Sauts’s followers, and 
to ail outside observers, is why such “ political 
sabotage “ is given its head im the middle of a 
total war. 

The first reason is that the Government had to 
get on with the war itself. Starting almost from 
scratch, it has built up, without conscription, an 
army proportionately equal to that of any of the 
United Nations, and 4 surprising range of wart 
industries.

The Anti-Semitic Bloc 


Secondly. tolerance has also been a matter of 
tactics.

Afrikaner Nationalion 


The Nationalist Party is to-day the vehicle of 
Afrikaner nationalism—no war-time product, to 
vanish when we reach Berlin, but one of the tradi- 
tional forces in the public life of the country, Of 
the two million whites, the Afrikaners are in the 
majority (SS per cent). Only 35 per cent are of 
British descent, while 5 per cent (100,000) are Jews 
and 5 per cenit other nationalities. Yet there has 
never been a single Afrikaner bioc. Ever since the 
Bocr War, there has been a tug-of-war between those 
secking to build a new nation together with the 
British, and those seeking to preserve a separate 
Afrikaner “ volk,” with its distinctive culture. The 
British section has itself tended to stiffen the latte, 
by talking of Britain as ““ home,” by referring to the 
Afrikaans language as “ Kitchen Dutch,” and by 
being insensitive in other ways to Afrikaner feelings. 

The dream of racial peace, when Hertzog and 
Smuts combined in 1933, -has not become a reality. 
The rise of Nazism had its aggressive counterpart 
in South Africa, supported from outside by propa- 
ganda,: intrigue, and a playing upon old hatreds 


Boer Domination Sought 


Bui, it may be asked, what does this revival hope 
to gain? The country is an independent Dominion, 
in which the Afrikaner is anything but suppressed. 
For instance, it is a remarkable fact that since the 
Union in 1910 there have been only three Prime 
Ministers, and al! three—Botha, Smuts, and Hertzog 
—were Bocr “ generals " who fought against the 
British. 

The answer is, that domination, not equality, is 
now the goal. Somehow or other, the Afrikaner 
majority must be brought into one camp, and the 
lever for doing so can only be its national sentiment. 
In every sphere this sentiment is being skilfully 
exploited as a political weapon. 
made the Malanites dominant in the Dutch Churches 
and cultural bodies, given them a footing in the 
Civil Service, the railways, the professions, the 
schools and universities (one of which has just 
established a “ judenrein™’ medical school) and 
enabled them to insert a racial wedge into the trade 
unions, which are filling up with young Afrikaners 
from the farms, The business world is still the 
sphere in which the Jew is most strongly repre- 
sented and the Afrikaner least so—in fact, until 
recently the Afrikaans farmer and the Jewish trader 
were national allies and good friends, throughout 
the countryside, But here, too, peneiration is being 
made on organised racial lines, by means of a net- 
work of business and financial institutions.

Above all, the Jews are always available for 
diversionary attacks when a frontal attack on the 
British is unwise, These tactical lessons have been 
thoroughly absorbed from Germany.

Eye-Witness Evidence of German Murder Camp 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN 
MASSACRED 


Our Polish correspondent writes: 

The President of Poland, Mr. Raczhicwxz, 
received a few days ago a leticr smuggicd out trom 
a prison cell in Warsaw in which is described the 
ghastly fate of Jewish women and children in the 
notorious Birkenau concenfraiion camp, the 
women's section of Oswiecim. 

The writer of this letter, a Polish woman whose 
identity is known to the President, spent seven 
months in the camp and saw thousands dic of hunger, 
disease, and torture. She saw 4,000 Jewish children 
driven in carts to be slaughtered by the Germans, 
and actually talked to the children. 

The letter, in which she appeals desperately to 
the President to do anything he can to save the 
thousands of victrns stil suffering there. was shown 
to your correspondent, and I was given the permis- 
100 to quote cxcerpls Trom it 

”“ In Birkenau,” she writes, “ there are women of 
all nationalities, Polish, Russian, Ukramian, Yugo- 
slav. French, German, and Jewish, The numbers 
of the Jewish women are greatest and their tate is 
the most terrible 

“As she enters the camp, cvery woman has a 


number tattooed on her hand, My number was 
79.350. Of this number only 14,000 are alive 
to*day : 65.000 have died in the course of two and 
a half vears since Birkenau was established 


“ Birkenau stretches over hundreds of acres of 


addition to epidemics, suicides also accounted for 
many dead. ... 

“ The fate of the Jewesses in the camp is the 
hardest of all. There are six crematoria in Birkenau, 
they are always working. Every day one sees thick 
«moke coming from the chimneys. Every day we 
could see trainloads arriving carrying Jews from 
Bulgaria, Greece, Rumania, Hungary, Italy, Ger- 
many, Holland, France, Poland, and, until recently, 
also from Russia. These trains were full of Jewish 
men, women, and children. Ten per cent of the 
women from cach batch were brought in to our 
camp, given a number and imprisoned, The others 
were sent direct to the gas chambers, 


Little Children In The Gas Chamber 


“ What I have seen cannot be described, I have 
seen 4,000 Jewish children under 10 years of age 
from the concentration camp at Theresienstadt in 
Czechoslovakia pass through our camp to be gassed. 
Some cried out: * Mother! Mother! * Others 
smiled and waved their litle hands to us. A quarter 
of an hour later, they were all killed—suffocated by 
gas, their bodies were already burning in the crema- 
torium. Who will belicve such things? Yet I swear 
that it is true. And I call as witness the living and 
the dead. 

“ They are not actually killed by gas, just ren- 
dered unconscious, The guards have received 
orders to use gas sparingly because it 1s expensive. 
The quantity used may kill the weaker ones but the 
stronger ones come [to on the carts taking them to 
the crematorium and so are burnt alive, 

“ The ten per cent of Jewish women left in the 
camp are not reprieved, their death is simply post-

Compelled To Walk Naked 


* Hunger and disease, torture and suffering have 
been responsible for the death of thousands of 
women inthe camp. But there are things even worse 
than this—the dehumanisation of all, The women 
are compelled to walk about naked. One day we 
were made to go along a road jike this where men 
were working—some of them husbands, brothers, 
and sons of the women! The German guard called 
out: * Make way for the Polish ladies! ' But all 
the men turned their backs.” 

Describing the terribly hard working conditions, 
she says that women are harnessed to carts in 
place of horses, and are made to drag loads of 
building material. Very often they have to drag 
loads of dead bodies, the bodies of their fellow- 
women prisoners who have died as a result of their 
terrible sufferings 


Nine Thousand Die Per Month 


* During December and January as many as 9,000 


died each month, 300 a day. Disease was rampant 
with four lying on one prison bed. There was no 
medicine and no * last rites.” A little girl dying 
said: * I can’t die, 1 promised mother I would come 
back.” The bodies were lying naked in the mud and 
snow waiting to be collected and cremated. The 
Geath-rate reached its peak ai Christmas when in 


poned. Every month a * sorticrung’ takes place. 
Regardiess of weather, the women are lined up 
naked. The camp authorities pick out those who 
are to remain alive, the others are seni to the crema- 
Lorium. 

The “ Death Block ” 


As this * sorui€rung lasis for several days, the 
condemned are placed in block 25, called the * death 
block.” Here they await their doom, naked and 
without food. Their cries—some calling: * For 
God's sake give us some water! If you believe in 
Christ give us water "—are heartrending. And, of 
course, if you try to give them water, you are likely 
to be shot. There were a number of Polish women 
who did in spite of the risk, After a while their 
terrible cries dic down, the death cart arrives,.and 
the guards catching hold of the women throw them 
into the van. I heard their heads banging on the 
van floor. ... 


Nothing But The Truth 


“ Mr. President, please forgive me if | write in 
this chaotic fashion, but this is characteristic of 
evetyone who has had the misfortune to live through 
the hell which I did. Again | assure you that every- 
thing I have written is true—and nothing but the 
truth. I beg you to believe me, This mass murder 
of women and children has lasted too long and the 
Germans are now saying openly that if they have to 
depart from Oswiecim, they will send all the 
Temaiming imternees to the crematorium. Knowing 
the Germans, [ have no doubt that they will. The 
hope of 15,000 women Waiting to be rescued, Mr. 
President, rests on you,”

JEWISH SETTLEMENT IN 
CURACAO 


An Ancient Community 


The following interesting facts, collected by Mr. 
Jam Van Stappen, were published recently in the 
CanaDa-West Inpies Magazine, of Montreal: 

From the 17th century to the present day Curacao, 
a tiny Dutch West indian island in the Caribbean 
Sea, less than 50 miles from the coast of Venezuela. 
has offered haven to the persecuted Jews of Europe, 
many of whom have contributed in no smal! way 
to the island's culture and prosperity. 

Most astonishing to the peace-time visitor of the 
harbour of Curacao were the shops. In the narrow 
winding strects of the old city of Willemstad the 
little bazaars display the most expensive Swiss 
watches, Paris perfumes, and gowns—all articles 
one would expect in London's Old Bond Street or 
on New York's Fifth Avenue. 

In the same bazaars one could also find the 
textiles and cheap trinkets bought by the merchants 
who come to Curacao from Venezuela, Colombia, 
Haiti, the Dominican Republic, and other Antilles 
m the trading schooners lined up along the 
picturesque wharf. 

The Jewish owners of these little bazaars live 
comfortably in the Dutch renaissance mansions, so 
typical of the Curacao scene, and are descendants 
of the.ecarly settlers. 

By inheritance they own not only the bazaars but 
quite a bit of the land. They are predominantly 
engaged in the banking and shipping business of the 
island, and many bold high government positions 

High oil. officials, a few non-Jewish officials, and 
the clergy may have equal standing, bul the majority 
of the aristocracy of the island is Sefardic Jewish. 


Expetied By The Spaniards 


Most of the names are Spanish or Portuguese, 
the family mames of the Sefardic Jews who were 
expelled by the Spunish King and Queen, Ferdinand 
and Isabeila, in 1492 and found a haven first in 
Portugal and subsequently in the tolerant Republic 
of the United Netherlands. 

In 1659, the West Indian Company, through the 
influence of the former governor of the West Indies, 
Prince Johan Maurits of Nassau, gave 12 of these 
Jewish families. in all some 70 persons, grants on 
Curacao, and saw to it that they were provided with 
horses, cattle, and farm implements. 

Shortly before this permanent setilement the 
Dutch lost their colony of Brazil to the Portuguese 
in 1654, and a few of the Jews, fearing the re 
establishment of the Inquisition, also settled in 
Curacao, where, in 1651 and 1652 some Portuguese 
Jews had preceded them under charters granted by 
the West Indian Company. 

Besides farming, the settlers soon started trading 
and developed commercial relations with a large 
part of the West Indies and the Spanish Main. 

Their wealth tncreased, and before long they 
owned most of the rea) estate and the best part of 
the land and controfied virtually the whole trade. 

Despite the departure of many familics to Rhode 
Island and Venezuela, the Jewish community of 
Curacao, about the year 1730, numbered 2,000. 
Trade was so important that it is said that on a single 
day 53 ships sailed from Willemstad to Holland, 
the cargo of which was almost entirely owned by 


Before the war the Jewish community counted 
about 1,000 members ;: but since the war the number 
has been increased by refugees from Eastern Europe 
and by Dutch Jewish refugees, who went recently 
to Jamaica and who are now being admitted in 
groups to Surinam and Curacao. , 

Driven from their country, as were their ancestors 
450 years ago, they are allowed to build a new future 
under the Netherlands rule, which for centuries has 
given refuge to thousands of victims of political 
persecution.

In_ announcing the decree, the Minister, Signor 
Di Ruggiero, condemned the racial laws which, he 
said, have ** most seriously offended our civilisation 
and our true traditions.” He stressed the necessity 
of removing the effects of this legislation as soon as 
possible.

AN article in this issue by our Polish correspondent con- 
tains excerpts from a letter smuggled out of Poland by a 
Polish woman, and addressed to the President of Poland, Mr. 


Raczkiewicz, by whom she is personally known. In it 
she describes the fiendish barbarities practised on Jewish 


women and children, as well as on others, in the German 


concentration camp of Birkenau (the women's section of 


the notorious Oswiecim)—a camp in which she was herself. 


incarcerated for seven months and in which she witnessed 
with her own eyes thousands perishing of hunger, disease, 
and torture. The things she tells are grim, lurid, revolting, 
agonising, a picture of raging wickedness and cruelty gone 


mad with bloodlust such as no nightmare, however fevered, | 


could approach, and no master of the maccabre has ever 
equalled, let alone excelied.. The ordinary human mind 
could not by itself conceive or imagme 11. 

Very earnestly we urge you not to turn away from thts 
ghastly story; read it, every one! It concerns you—indi- 
vidually. intimately. It is unpleasant; but then Jewish life 
is often unpleasant and worse, and to shun the harsh truth 
and turn to the easier, happier things is weak, cowardly, 
and stupid. Remember, had it not been for the heroism 
of the “ few ” in that fateful autumn of 1940, you yourself 
might have been in Birkenau camp. Just realise that. 
Reflect on the peril you have escaped, and give thanks to 
your deliverers, and, at this turning point of the war, to 
Almighty God too! 

Out of the welter of horrors to which the writer of the 
letter refers, some stand ‘out with ghastly distinctness. 
One is the total indifference cither -to sex or age. All 
are butchered indiscriminately. “I have seen 4,000 Jewrsh 
children under ten years of age from the concentration 
camp at Theresienstadt in Czechoslovakia pass through 
our camp to be gassed,” says this Polish lady. * Some cried 
out: “Mother! Mother!’ ‘Others smiled and waved their 
little hands to us. A quarter of an hour later, they were 
all killed—suffocated. by gas, their bodies were already 
burning in the crematorium.” The women, the mothers? 
They are harnessed to carts and made to-drag the loads— 
very often loads of corpses, the bodies of the other women 
who haye succumbed to their sufferings. These women are 
compelled to walk about naked. “One day,” she writes, 
“we were made to go along a road like this where men 
were working—some of them husbands, brothers and sons 
of the women. The German guard called out: © Make 
way for the Polish ladies.’ But all the men turned their 
heads! "—a ray of decency from poor, wretched non- 
German -prisoners which shows up all the more hideously 
this black-out of all humanity. Disease 1s, of course, 
rampant, but no medicines are provided. Of nearly 80,000 
of the women, 65,000 have now perished. And these 
bestialities in Oswiecim are going on now—and will con- 
tinue until the victims are all destroyed or the Russians 
get through to their rescue. 

A feature of the Nazi mass-murder camps is the cold, 
calculated, and business-like lines on which these brutali- 
ties are conducted, and which remove the slightest sugges- 
tion that the brutes themselves are out of their minds. Not 
satisfied with the gratification of sadistic instincts, the 
managers of these human slaughter-houses are out also for 
pecuniary profit. Astounding and sickening details of the 
way they went about it in the Lublin camp have been 
revealed since the Russians captured this area. They were 
given after a visit there by Mr. Pau WintTeRTON, of the 
News Chronicle, and Mr. Avaric Jacos, of the Daily 
Express, in articles which generally confirm, up to the hilt, 
the Polish woman's report which we print. The property 
of the victims is warehoused and stacked, and subsequently 
sold, with all the “ efficiency ” popularly attributed to the 


‘Germans. in one gféai sicrehouse, WiNTERTON saw piled 


up, “mountains of shoes”—*“ smart. high heels, and big 
thigh boots, tiny babies’ shoes, small: children’s shoes, 
green shoes, red shoes, black shoes.” It is estimated that 
there were 820,000 pairs of footwear—which means 820,000 
old and young done to death in cold blood, Enough shoes 
were taken from the prisoners in this camp, says ALARIC 
Jacos, to shoe the entire population ef Birmingham—a 
million souls. And as all correspondents indicate, most of 
the victims were Jews. 

One excuse, One trusts, we will be spared from the apolo- 
gists and semi-apologists of the Nazi brutes—the excuse, or 
the insinuation, that all these tales are Jewish exaggerations. 
They are too well-attested by independent persons of solid 
repute, men accustomed to impartial investigation who have 
seen the gruesome products of the extermination plan, and 
by actual eye-witnesses,as well as by the intact official records, 
by the unarguable evidence left behind by the murderers 
when they bolted, and by such clues as the names of the 
German firms who provided the poison, the identity of 
scoundrels, like MUSPELD, in charge of the crematoria, to 
say nothing of the evidence of S.S. men who have been 
caught and who have let ey | cats out of the Nazi “, = 

What is the Commission for the Investigation of War 
Crimes doing in face of this testimony? Is it pursuing its 
work in ‘the tainted zones in the wake of the liberating 
armies? Or is it fred, or asleep, or perhaps on some

a live and active body or just an abominabje excuse for 
letting the villains make a timely get-away. Those members 
of the public who retain a conscience want to know and 
have a right to know; and they were scarcely reassured-by 
the reports of the Commission's press conference held this 
week, which bear all the signs of a subtle attempt on 
the Commission's part to fly a most deplorable kite. To 
judge from Sir Ceci. Hurst's reported statement one might 
think that devising a legal get-away for the Nazi criminals is 
the principal concern of the Commission—a shocking 
and appalling betrayal of all that the Allied Governments 
have solemnly promised to their peoples. If the Govern- 
ments take no steps to correct in unequivocal terms 
this impression of the Commission’s policy, then they 
will invite the righteous fury of their peoples. These 
atrocities do not merely concern Jews. But they are a 
disconcerting revelation to quislings and anti-Semites, and 
to certain perverted persons who have absorbed the Nazi 
poison propagarida—a revelation of the debasement and 
suffering and the killing of elementary human sentiment, 
to which the anti-Jewish cult with which they cheerfully 
toy, inevitably leads. They are a challenge to civilisation, 
which must either ruthlessly stamp upon Germany's 
unspeakable crimes so that never again shall they become 
established as part of the practice of war, or itself 
go under for ever. Those who are already trying to come 
out into the open with pleas for kindness to the defeated 
and a negotiated peace, and those who are cunningly con- 
structing loopholes so that the bloody and bestial villains 
who have slaughtered without compunction and tortured 
without pity may escape retribution, must be held up for 
what they are—the enemies of the human race. 


HUNGARIAN JEWS’ NEW DANGER 
A RELIABLE Swedish. newspaper prints a report from one of 


‘its correspondents according to which trainloads of Hungarian 


Jews are again being dispatched to the Polish slaughter-houses, 
and the Germans are pursuing their plan for Jewish extermina- 
tion. This tragic report is not lightly to be dismissed, having 
regard to the new turn taken on the Eastern front. For the 
principal means of escape for the. Jews still in Hungary 
depended upon their being able to go through Rumania to a 
Rumanian port of embarkation. With the two countries now 
at war this avenue of escape is closed. There is this small 
grain of hope: that the Hungarian people, Knowing that 
the Russians are almost, if not already, on their soil, and that 
their country will soon be under Allied control, may deem it 
wise in their own interests to help the Jews to leave. In 
these terribly perilous conditions, thergfore, prudent calculations 
like these should be remforced by another vigorous Warning 
from the Allies and especially Russia, that any such betrayal 
of Horthy’s solemn promise will be sternly visited on the heads 
of all who allow it. But there is not a moment to lose. It is 
the duty, the appallingly urgent duty, of Russia, in the first 
instance, and of the rest of the Allies. In the name of common 
humanity, let there be action—and at once. 


SUNDAY'’S SOLEMN ASSEMBLIES 


Ir is hoped that the National Day of Prayer. will draw

- Unem- 
ployment is to be banished, social security and happiness are 
to be brought to every home—things devoutly to be hoped 
for and prayed for, and, to no mere negligible degree, one pro- 
foundly trusts, capable of achievement. But from all these 
rose-tinted visions there has been absent any serious considera- 
tion of the difficulties which must beset their realisation. 
The people could not be blamed if, failing to be adequately 
instructed about them, a dangerous impatience, or disillusion- 
ment, should seize upon them in the years to come. By all 
means let us dream dreams, the happiest dreams, but let us not 


forget that they are dreams, ideals if you like, but things requiring. 


much hard work, years of solid effort and honest toil to bring 
them about. Above all, let us clearly understand that even 
the best effort and the best posstble plans will fail utterly without 
understanding, forbearance, tolerance, and unity. 


NO SHORT CUT TO PARADISE 


Tue bleak fact is that war is a disaster almost unmitigated. To 
pretend that it is a kind of short-cut to Paradise is foolish in 
the extreme. People must be brought to realise that five years 
of wholesale destruction and of the absence of nearly all con- 
structive work for the happiness of man must leave us for at least 
as long impoverished in the extreme. It is only unscrupulous 
demagogues who paint opposite pictures with the hope of 
riding into personal power and affluence on the inevitable storm 
of popular indignation when their political opponents fail to 
bring ebout the impossible. Most wars have left behind a 
legacy of suffering, disappointment, and depression which, as 
Mr. Churchill reminds us, have been the golden opportunity 


of systems of Governmental tyranny, Great minds are busy 


with an attempt to break this tragic sequence this time. But 
they are likely to be fatally hampered if the ordinary citizen 
is allowed to slip into the childish conviction that an earthly 
paradise is his if he cries long enough, and if the fact be con- 
cealed. from him that he has got to work his way along a 


_ hard, rough road which will need all his devotion and labour 


to traverse if he is to reach the summer horizon ahead. 


TRUST THE PEOPLE 


In the fevered days before the war the Prime Minister of 
that time refused to reveal the truth to the British pople. Hi 
“lips were sealed,” he said, and so the people wandered bhind- 
fold and unprepared into the cauldron of war. Mr. Churchill. 
when the war was on the point of catastrophe and he wax 
charged with the destinies of the nation, was better advised 
He told his fellow-countrymen that he could offer them nothing 
but blood and toil, and sweat and tears. In so doing. he 
manifested his faith in their adult capacity, their masculine 
common-sense, their brave powers of perseverance against the 
heaviest odds. And his confidence in his countrymen was noi 
misplaced. In a far better sense than that in which it is used 
in other directions, they knew that they had to work their 
passage home, and when they heard they responded with a 
will and saved their country, and the world, from the blackes: 
fate that ever threatened it. This is the kind of. guidance tha) 
the nation needs now, realistic guidance which will rouse some 
hope but do nothing to hide the very great difficulties, the toil, 
the hardships and poverty, and disappointments which mus: 
occur, and to overcome which stout hearts will be required 
As Jews, we are particularly concerned that such guidance 
may be given, for in times of economic disappointment the Jew 
will be called upon to play his immemorial réle of scapegoa, 
for some rascally politician to dupe thereby the gullible mob. 
and that would bode ill not only for the Jew but for the country 
which listened to the old old poisonous story. These solemn 
considerations are worthy of very special thought on this 
national day of prayer.. imploring the Divine guidance, we 
may hope to be granted that spirit of true religious humbte- 
ness in which alone, we can see wisely and accurately into the 
future. No way else can we perceive the great truth that only 
by following the eternal laws of God can we hope to reach 
that better state of things about which such facile promises have 
been’ published. 


WORKING THEIR PASSAGE 


FROM the point of view of the Allies, the flight of the satel- 
lites from the German camp is a heartening event fraught with 
military advantages of much consequence, But the way in 
which their escape is being facilitated; though possibly justifi- 
able for immediate military purposes, has a dubious aspect 
when tested by long range consideration. The Allied attitude 
was long ago explained by the Prime Minister in his notable 
invitation to the satellites to “ work their passage home,” by 
which he meant that they were to help the Allied cause on 
lines prescribed, after which they were to be taken again, with 
shriven souls, to the bosom of the free peoples. Lured by this 
proposal, Italy turned right about face and is now “ working ” 
with a will and is having its reward. In the pretty little homily 
which Mr. Churchill addressed to Italy at the conclusion of 
his recent visit he assured that country that in the main the 
British nation will be happy to see the day when Italy, once 
again free and progressive, takes her place among all the peace- 


_ loving peoples, though he put in the caveat that naturally the 


circumstances of Mussolini's attack on France and Great 
Britain at their weakest moment could not be forgotten. How 
it is to be remembered was not stated. Rumania, too. has 
hastened to “sign on” with her new chantage fee endorsed 
on her bill of surrender, having become an ally -of the Allies 
overnight; and Bulgaria is busy disarming the German occupy- 
ing troops and, adopting a neutrality pose, in the hope of 
placating America and Britain upon which she wantonly 
declared war, as well as Russia to which, for prudential reasons, 
she showed no similar hostility. All this may be sound military 


‘tactics at the moment. But if countries join in an attack on 


another Power in the hope of picking up loot, and are then 
permitted, with comparative ease to “rat” to the other side when 
the adventure looks like turning out a mistake, then surely 
we are placing a handsome premium on aggression, to sa) 
nothing of encouraging cynical levity in international rela- 
tionships. To that extent we are seriously undermining the 
prospects of future peace. 


SATELLITES’ “HEADS WE WIN...” 


Be it noted that if reports speak true, Rumania is to be 
rewarded with her stipulated chantage, by receiving back 
Northern Transylvania which Hitler coolly awarded to Hungary. 
Bulgaria, too, no doubt, is hoping for some sort of pourboire a' 
the hands of the Allied Nations: and so the “ rats” are leaving 
the sinking ships with compensation from the Allies for their 
disappointed hopes in the enemy. The terms offered to Bulgaria 
have not yet been published, but it is strongly to be hoped 
that all territorial concessions to her will be firmly ruled ovt. 
This little country—the Germany of the Balkans—has now, 
on three occasions, made unprovoked war on its neighbours. 
It ought not to be given an incentive to add a fourth to these 
abomiriable crimes. It has, during the present struggle, invaded 
Greece and Yugoslavia, perpetrating terrible cruelties upon i's 
Jewish and general population. Rumania, which annexed 4 
great area of Russia, renamed Transnistria by her, has sub- 
jected her Jews to revolting treatment. If Mr. Churchill) can- 
not forget the treachery of Italy, he cannot surely be unmindfu! 
of the behaviour of these countries to these helpless folk. The 
truth is that the problem presented by Germany’s satellites does 
not differ in essence, even if it does vary in scale, from that 


of Germany herself. The question is whether the snatching 


of an immediate though speculative military advantage can b¢ 
set against the future dangers it may involve, or whether 
deterrents, unmistakable and if necessary severe, are not to be 
applied. The “be kind to the enemy” school of though! 's 
already noticeably active. After all, we Owe something to (he 
younger generation about whose future peace and security We 
prate so much. And it is just- planning~ a third war and 
a fresh crop of horrors for themeif we are going to pursve 
our instinctively lazy ways and under the hypocritical excuse Of

REGIONAL PLANNING FOR 
THE AGED 


Area Conference Approves Leeds 
Scheme 


A conference held in the Council Chamber of the 
Leeds Home for Aged Jews and Home of Rest last 
week, to consider plans to provide for the welfare 
of the aged, was attended by delegates from a 
number of communities in the North of England. 

The visitors were conducted round the institution 
and afterwards were entertained to a luncheon “| 
the Chairman, Mr, Maurice Myers. Alderman 
Morris. Hon. President, welcomed the delegates. 

Mr. Myers gave delegaies an account of how the 
home had developed until to-day, when 48 inmates 
and patients were maintained. This building was, 
now, however, inadequate for the many calls made 
upon its accommodatiop and a suitable modern 
institution was a necessity. 

The Executive and Council were gravely con- 
cerned when applications from neighbouring towns 
could not be accepted owing to lack of accom- 
modation and there was a constant waiting list of 
local people. It was to overcome this state of affairs 
and see that not a single Jew or Jewess remained in 
the workhouse amidst non-Jewish surroundings that 
the scheme of regional planning had been devised. 

Under the new scheme people in towns within a 
radius of 100 miles from Leeds who found they 
could not provide an institution of their own could 
consider the Leeds home their home. The respon- 
sibility of such a town would be to endow a ward 
or bed in the institution and support that ward or 
bed whether it was-occupied or not in the same way 
as 4 seat in the Synagogue was paid for continuously, 
whether the seat was occupied or not. 


Fach Town's Liability 


The bed would be named the “ Sheffield ” bed 
or the “ Newcastle " bed, and so on, and always be 
available for _ person from that town without 
any aeguing or bargaining, as it was the right of 
every Jew (or Jewess), when he reached the 
where he needed assistance for his care and main- 
tenance, that this be given him in a dignified manner. 

Mr. Myers dealt with the sad lot of the aged and 
needy, and also pointed out that there were many 
old people who were not penniless but could not 
find a home with their own children either owi 
to lack of accommodation or to the fact that they 
required nursing attention, which was not available. 
In the new home it was suggested that they should 
have a “ Paying Ward,” where such people could 
receive all the amenities of the home. Profits made 
out of this section would go towards the main build- 
ing, which would be for those needing accommoda- 
tion in view of their poverty.

REGIONAL PLANNING FOR 
THE AGED 


Area Conference Approves Leeds 
 $Scheme 


A conference held in the Council Chamber of the 
Leeds Home for Aged Jews and Home of Rest last 
week, to consider plans OF gy for the welfare 
of the aged, was attended by delegates from a 
number of communities in the North of England. 

The visitors were conducted round the institution 
and afterwards were entertained to a luncheon | 
the Chairman, Mr. Maurice Myers. Alderman 
Morris, Hon, President, welcomed the delegates. 

Mr. Myers gave delegates an account of how the 
home had developed until to-day, when 48 inmafes 
and patients were maintained. This building was, 
now, however, inadequate for the many calls made 
upon its accommodation and a suitable modern 
institution was a necessity. 

The Executive and Sonat ‘were gravely con- 
cerned when applications from neighbouring towns 
could not be accepted owing to lack of accom- 
modation and there was a constant waiting list of 
local people. It was to overcome this state of affairs 
and see that not a siftgle Jew or Jewess remained in 
the workhouse amidst non-Jewish surroundings that 
the scheme of regional planning had been devised. 

Under the new scheme people in towns within a. 
radius of 100 miles from Leeds who found they 
could not provide an institution of their own could 
consider the Leeds home their home, The respon- 
sibility of such a town would be to endow a. ward 
or bed in the institution and support that ward or 
bed whether it was occupied or not in the same way 
as & seat in the Synagogue was paid for continuously, 
whether the seat was occupied or not. 


Each Town's Liability 


The bed would be named the “ Sheffield ” bed 
or the “* Newcastle " bed, and so on, and always be 
available for any person from that town without 
any arguing or bargaining, as it was the right of 
every Jew (or Jewess), when he reached the age 
where he needed assistance for his care and main- 
tenance, that this be given him in a dignified manner. 

Mr. Myers dealt with the sad lot of the aged and 
needy, and also pointed out that there were many 
old people who were not penniless but could not 
find a home with their own children either owing 
to lack of accommodation of to the fact that they 
required nursing attention, which was not available. 
In the new home it was suggested that they should 
have a “ Paying Ward,”’ where such people could 
receive all the amenities of the home. Profits made 
out of this section would go towards the main build- 
ing, which would be for those needing accommoda- 
ton in view of their poverty.

Niggling Quota Restrictions 

The Vatican authorities have replied to the request 
by the Chief Rabbis of Palestine that the Pope 
should grant them an audience to discuss the prob- 
lem of Hungarian Jewry, that such an interview 
would not achieve anything more than the Pope 
has already done (cables our Jerusalem corre- 
spondent), The Vatican authorities also declared 
that all suggested efforts for saving the remnants 
of Hungarian Jewry, as indicated by the Chief 
Rabbis, had been carried out, adding that the 
Papal Legate would shortly be visiting Palestine 
when the Chief Rabbis would have the opportunity 
of further discussions. 

The ship Bella Citta which has already brought 
180 Jewish children from Rumania to Turkey, en 
route for Palestine was to have sailed again from 
Constanza with another 1% children Dut was 
prevented by the recent events in Rumania. No 
further news has been received concerning its 
departure. Another vessel named Smyrna, flying 
the Turkish flag is also awaing departure from 
Rumania, with between two and three thousand 
refugees On board. Preparations, however, are not 
yet completed 

Meanwhile, the Government's new principle 
which is being enforced and which insists that the 
remaining certificates under the White Paper quota 
must be assigned only to refugees actually coming 
from encmy countries, is cuusing serious difficulties 
since the number of refugees not recently domiciicd 
in enemy territory but originating from there ts 
growing larger and their phght calls urgently for 
speedy amelioration. Their transfer to Palestine 
offers the only hope 
' In this connection the probiem of the Jewish 
refugees sheltering in Italy is only a minor part 
of the entire problem, The Yemenite Jewish 
refugees at Aden are also providing a serious 
problem since the Joint Distribution Commitice is 
terminating its relicf grants as from October 1. 

Many Jewish refugees from Poland are at present 
in [ran or Russia, and Yugoslav Jews temporarily 
in Egypt are another problem 


SWEDEN’S NOBLE EXAMPLE

A meeting of Jewish refugees now in Rome, con- 
vened last week by the representation of the Inter- 

vernmental Committee on Refugecs to announce 
the Italian Government's offer to grant Italian 
citizenship to Stateless ref s in Italy and to 
recommend acceptance of this offer, was trans- 
formed by the majority of the 150 refugees attend- 
ing the meeting into a pro-Palestine demonstration 
and concluded with the fervent singing of Hatik vah. 

Speaking in Italian, Sir Clifford Heathcote-Smith, 
representative of the Intergovernmental Committee 
in Italy, outlined the offer and strongly advised the 
refu to accept it. The refugees, he said, knew 
of the reluctance on the part of overseas countries 
to admit immigrants and warned that this might 
continue alter the war, 

He was aware of the fact that many refugees 
wanted to go to Palestine, Sir Clifford continued. 
That country was, however, “ very limited,” and 
could not receive all those desirous of entering it. 
He illustrated his remark by spreading out his hand- 
kerchief. “ Palestine is not larger than this,” he 
commented, angpointed out that in addition Pales- 
tine had “ very special problems.” 

Sir Clifford told the meeting that the Inoter- 
governmental Committee would handle all formali- 
ties connected with the ‘application of Stateless 
refugees for Italian citizenship and that material 
assistance would be forthcoming in order to enable 
those accepting it to get a new start, 


Could Not Change Nationality 


Three refugees who escaped from, Belgium said 
they wanted to return to their own country. Only 
ten indicated their preparedness to accept Itglian 
citizenship, while all the others insisted on bcing 
transferred to Palestine. “ We cannot change our 
nationality like changing a shirt,” a former member 
of the Reichstag told: Sy Clifford. 

Mr. Abraham Paperman, a refugee who had 

organised and financed the flight of 300 Jews from 
France to Northern Italy last September, said that 
they had complete confidence in the good intentions 
of the present Government, but feared that con- 
ditions were unstable and succeeding Governments 
might cancel rights which had previously been 
accorded, The only solution for the refugees in 
Italy was to go to a country where they could expect 
real security and which had shown its willingness 
to accept Jews. 
- The consensus of opinion among the refugees was 
that the offer should be accepted by those having 
foots m Haly and who could be absorbed into the 
social and economic system of the country, but that 
it offered no solution to most of them who happened 
to be jn Maly only by chance. 

It will be recalled that a report from our Jerusa- 
lem correspondent was published in. our issue of 
August 18 stating that Jewish refugees in Rome who 
were given an opportunity to go to a “free port” im 
America, had petitioned the United Nations repre- 
sentative making the offer, declaring that they 
wanted ta go to Palestine, which was the only 
aountry where they could live as citizens, and rebuild 
their shattered lives and future existence. 


'85@ MORE JEWS FOR PALESTINE 


Refugee Ship To Leave Spain 


Mr. Ehahu Dobkin, Director of the Immigration 
Department of the Jewish Agency, who recently 
arrived in London from Lisbon, stated that from 
among about 3,000 Jewish refugees who succeeded in 
escaping from France this year, and who are now 
in Spain, Portugal, Tangier, and the Fedala cam 
in North Africa, representatives of the Jewis 
Agency have selected 850 people as suitable for 
immigration into Palestine. These include 210 
Chalutzim and SO children. 

The transportation of the refugees to Palestine is 
being financed by the Joint Distribution Committce 
whose representatives*in Lisbon have concluded 
negotiations for chartering a boat which will sail 
from Lisbon to Haifa during the second week of 
October, and calling in Spanish ports and Tangier 
peers further groups of refugees will be taken on 
~oard. 

The Spanish and Portuguese Governments have 
decided to grant protection to all Jews in Nazi- 
occupied Europe who claim Spanish or Portuguese 
origin, Mr, Dobkin said. Consulates have been 
instructed to facilitate the transfer of these Jews to 
Spain and Portugal where their claims will be 
examined Some 800 Jews have thus been enabled 
to reach Spain, and about 160 to reach Portugal. 


CALLOUS ISOLATIONIST 


U.S.A. Senator’s Campaign Against 
Refugees 


Gratification at the announcement by the Mexican 
Government of plans to set up a refugee shelter in 
Mexico on the model of that established by the 
U.S. Government at Fort Ontario, was expressed 
at a press conference in Washington by Mr. Edward 
R. Stettinius, Acting Secretary of State. 

Mr. Stettinius added he hoped that other countries 
would follow the example of the United States. 
“I would welcome such a move by ail freedom- 
loving countries of the world,” he said. 

In the meantime, Senator Robert Reynolds, leader 
of the American Nationalists, has started a yt 
to prevent the United States from setting up ad 
ports such as the Emergency Shelter 
at Fort Ontario. 3 

In a widely circulated letter written on oficial 
Senate stationery, Senator Reynolds described the 
settling of the refugees as “ merely the enicring 
wedge,” and added: “ Once the foot is in the door, 
I am of the opinion that thousands of refugees will 
follow—and once they are here they will never be 
rewurned.” Mr. Reynolds urged tis followers to 
defuge their congresemen. with letiers demanding 
the immediate end of “ all immigration now.

Small Moment” 


For a small moment have I forsaken thee; 
but with great compassion will | gather thee. 
in a little wrath I hid my face from thee for a 
moment; but with everlasting kindness will I 
have compassion on thee, saith the Lord thy 
Redeemer.” —(saiah, liv. 7-8.) 


T ix a striking message that the Prophet of Conso- 
| tation delivers to suffering Israel in the name of 
God. It is addressed to a humiliated people, 
evercome by sorrow and despair. The thought that 
God has forsaken Israel is even more pressive 
han the yoke imposed by the encmy. It is the 
Prophet's mission to dispe this thought by cheerful 
dings derived from a new interpretation of the 
events of the time. Those who have been led to 
hetieve that God has forsaken Israel, and has hidden 
Hic face from His people's suffering, are exhorted 
« discard that behef and to change their outlook, 
in the tight of that new interpretation. It ts only for 
omall moment” that the God of Israel has 
removed His protecting hand from His people. It 
« only “a little while” that He has been angry 
with them because of their conduct, and has hidden 
His face from them in the presence of a cruel enemy, 
A “small moment” in the eyes of God ma 
«em a long time in the experience of man. A 
“ ttle while * in the sight of the Eternal may 
appear (o be an age to a people exposed to cruel 
treatment and having to endure untold agony, But 
ime passes, however long it may seem, and cvents 
which appear disastrous when they occur may be 
followed by happenings which reveal the interven- 
tion of a just and merciful God. These new events 
may reveal His resolve to right .we wrong, to remove 
eppression and bondage, and to fill the despairing 
with a new hope and a new faith. This comforting 
thought has given our people strength throughout 
the aces. It should give us strength to-day, The 
of Isaiah's message is being demonstrated in 
' ‘me not only to Israel -but to the whole world 
Ihe cpoch-making events we are witnessing make 
he words of the Hebrew Prophet appear as if they 
were miended to be an interpretation of our con- 
temporary history—an interpretation that is to 
renew our faith im the justice and mercy of God 
and fill us with new hope for the future of Israel 
and humanity. 


At there not many who only a short while ago 
saw in the ascendancy of the forces of evil a 
clear imdication that the God of Isracl, the God 
of justice and righteousness, had forsaken His 
people, and that He had hidden His face from 
suffering humanity? The inbuman enemy seemed 
to he master of the Continent of Europe, and many 
nations were trembling at the thought of his devas- 
tating power. To-day it is the enemy that is tremb- 
ling and approaching bis doom. The “ small 
moment during which the arrogant oppressor 
»ppeared to be all-powerful has passed, and the 
in of righteousness can be seen rising behind the 
clouds. It is those who have challenged God and 
His Law that are being forsaken and overthrown, 
and are about to be brought before the bar of justice. 
Another little while, and the fate of the evildoer 
will be sealed, The face of the God of Isracl will 
be turned towards the victims of the oppressor, 
and His compassion will manifest itself in the 
redemption and restoration of a remnant of His 
people and of all who have experienced the fury 
of the aggressor.

FROM AN AMERICAN PULPIT 


Reveille or Taps? By Raper Isnact Geestew. 
Bloch Publishing Company of New York.

This volume of sermons, essays and addresses is 
introduced by a Foreword irom a distinguished 
scholar, Professor Meyer Waxman, who writes of 
it: “It imparts a religious message, and one genu- 
incly Jewish at that, and what is more, # transmits 


that message in a dignified yet simple manner.” 


|, for one, am to agree with the whole of tha 
estimate with the exception of one word. There ic « genuine 
Jewish flavour about the sermons ; they present a delightful! 
blend of ancient and modern material ; Talmud and Midrash 
are freely drawn upon as well as secular literature ; homely 
ifustrations abound; and the preacher is always faithful 
to traditional Judaism. 
one word I cannot endorse is “dignified.” There 
may be a distinct difference in the homiletical styic and pulpit 
language in America as compared with England. Certain 
it »s that the introduction of humorous stories and deliberate 
attempts to raise a smile will strike the English reader as 
imcongruces. Nor would he approve of such sentences as: 
“In the past, however, the weird sound (of the Shofar) would 
also evoke snickers among the sophomoric.” “Your funny 
bone was tickled at the way Haman plotted against the 
Jews and got himself into trouble.” “The third ange! came 
to save Lot from the blitrkrieg of Sodom and Gomorrah.” 
On the other hand, the uwousual phraseology may for 
sOme readers add to the attraction of this attractive book.

“Thic is the creation of the Jewish Army—a 


Jewish combatant force with its Tank Corps, Am 
Force, Commandoes, etc., fighting under Allied 
command as an integral part of the United Nations 
Armed Forces.” 

Asked to what extent the Jewish Agency partici- 

ted in the creation of the Jewish Battalions and 
in obtaining the recent declaration regarding the 
Jewish Brigades, Capain Helpern said: “It is com- 
pletely unimportant who claims credit for this or that 
achievement. The approach of the Committee for a 
Jewish Army and of the Jewish Agency in these 
matters was different.” Whatever the Jewish Agency 
advocated was automatically associated with the 
complicated problems of Palestine and Zionism and 
became the concern of the Palestine Administration 
and the Colonial Office and was decided by their 
attitude. The Committee for a Jewish Army, @ 
non-partisan body, comprisin Jews and non-Jews of 
all shades of Jewish and non-Jewish political opinion 
deliberately took the Jewish Army problem out of 
this orbit, Ly secking not a Palestinian Jewish om, 
but a Jewish Army to be composed not only < 
Palestinian Jews, but of all those Jews everywhere 
who were not liabie to compulsory service, and not 
only for the service in the defence of Palestine but 
to fight on any required battlefield, exactly like all 
the other Allied Armies. “ This is why we could 
conduct. our negotiations with the War Ofhee 
and the Foreign Office instead of the Coloma! 
Office.” He referred his audience to the recent 
statement Lord Straboigi, published a week 
two ago in THe Jewish CHRONICLE.

This: is the creation of the Jewish Army—a 
Jewish combatant force with its Tank Corps, Air 
Force, Commandoes, etc., fighting under Allied 
command as an integral part of the United Nations 
Armed Forces.” 

Asked to what extent the Jewish Agency partici- 
pated in the creation of the Jewish Battalions and 
in obtaining the recent declaration regarding the 
Jewish Brigades, Capain Helpern said: “It is com- 
pletely unimportant who claims credit for this or that 
achievement. The approach of the Committee for a 
Jewish Army and of the Jewish Agency in these 
matters was diflerent.” Whatever the Jewish Agency 
advocated was automatically associated with the 
complicated problems of Palestine and Zionism and 
became the concern of the Palestine Administration 
and the Colonial Office and was decided by their 
attitude. The Committee for a Jewish Army, a 
non-partisan body, comprising Jews and non-Jews of 
all shades of Jewish and non-Jewish political opinion 
deliberately took the Jewish Army problem out of 
this orbit, by seeking not a Palestinian Jewish unit 
but a Jewish Army to be composed not onl of 
Palestinian Jews, but of all those Jews everywhere 
who were not liable to compulsory service, and not 
only for the service in the defence of Palestine bui 
to fight on any required battlefield, exactly like all 
the other Allied Armies. “ This is why we could 
conduct our negotiations with the War Office 
and the Foreign Office instead of the 
Office.” He referred his audience to the recent 
two ago in THe Jewish CHRonicie.

CAREERS ADVICE ° 


The Sabbath Observance Employment Bureau 
continues its good work of endeavouring to place 
Jewish orthodox employees with suitable firms and 
offices, and, per contra, in keeping in constant touch 
with Jewish orthodox employers, and with non- 
Jewish employers who give the necessary conces- 
sions, for news of vacancies. The Bureau's annual 
report for 1943 has recently been issued. It shows, 
among other things, that 433 new applicants were 
registered during the year ; 706 positions were regis- 
tered; arid 291 situations were filled. The address of 
the Bureau is Mezzanine Floor, Woburn House, 
Upper Woburn Place, London, W.C.1, and the 
Secretary is Mrs. Eva Witriol. 


Mention was made recently in this column of the 
Fellowships in scientific subjects offered by the 
directors of Imperial Chemical Industries to Man- 
chester University.

CHIEF RABBIS RELIGIOUS 
EMERGENCY COUNCIL. 


Efferts For Soldiers’ Welfare 
{COMMUNICATED] 


The Chief Rabbi presided at a meeting o/ th. 
Executive of his Religious Emergency Counci!. 
at 103, Hamilton Terrace, recently. : 

Special consideration was given to the aflairs 
the Jewish Soldiers’ Religious Welfare Departinen 
ft was reported that a few thousand copies of New 
Year and Day of Atonement Prayer-books had beep 
specially published for the Council by Routledgc’s, 
for use by Jewish Service men_ and women § [y 
previous years considerable difficulty had beep 
experienced in this matter, it was said, and it had 
been found difficult to conduct a number of so! d ier’ 
services. In some cases, stencilled sheets had to be 
prepared as an emergency arrangement. 

Dr. Hertz reported that the religious welfare of 
the soldiers was costing the Council almost £10,009 
a year. This figure included the cost of the main. 
tenance of the fortnightly kasher food parcel; to 
observant Jewish Servicemen, the Soldiers’ Passover 
service, and the provision of Prayer-books, Mach. 
zorim. and Tefillin. He hoped that in any fund. 
raising efforts conducted by the communities during 
the forthcoming Holy-days, or at other times. this 
important effort would receive due consideration, 

While other bodies were concerning themselves 
with the provision of occasional hospitality. the 
Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency Counci!, he 
continued, was providing regular attention for thou. 
sands of individual men. Their letters expressed 
the deep appreciation which these facilities cvoked, 

The mobile Synagogue-ambulance, the Chief 
Rabbi added. also formed part of this soldiers’ wel. 
fare activity... Until it was possible to use these 
vehicles in relief work, it was hoped that they would 
tour military stations both in England and overseas, 
The first mobile Synagogue was now nearing com- 
pletion. 7 

Mr. O. Philipp, the Joint Treasurer, raised the 
question of the distribution of Etrogim and Lulavim, 
which the Council, he said, was importing {rom 
Palestine, It was found that a retail charge of 
£3 3s. per set, for a selected quality, would just 
enable the Council to cover its expenditure.
